In Ulster. as in Lebancu and in most of 
ithe Middle East, it is easy to perceive how 
the religious and ethnic legacies of history 
‘bring pain and hatred to the present. There. 
centuries, if not millennia, of conflict leave 
:Warfare in full flower. But 1δ may seem 
harder to visualize this process in southern 
Africa. To many in the world the confron- 
tation there of biack and white seems very 
receat. 


In fact. the Afrikaners go back nearly as 
far a3 the Dutch in North America; they 
claim to have arrived before the Africans— 

- Which is only true, far that particular part 

of Africa, if one eliminates (tas the Euro- 
| peans virtually did) the Hottentots and other 
‘indigenous pretlecessors of the Bantu. But 
‘at least the divisions between races, between 
ι victors and defeated, between lords of the 
Jand and ‘peasantry zo tack many years; 
fouth Africa wears its own historic chains. 

They are compilzated by the wars between 
Boer and Briton. the results of which sur- 
faced in both World Wars I and If—~and. in 
World War II, caused John Vorster to be 
detained without trial because of his asso- 
elation with the Afrikaner group that op- 
‘posed Britain and showed rather tao many 
resemblances to the Nazi party. 


Now this is being brought out in connec- 
' tion with the death in detainment of the 
_ black Stephen Biko. The government which

government headed by Mr. Vorster—and one 
that put Biko in jail. Mr. Vorster 15 bitter 
apout his own detention, but that has done 
little for the blacks who have been rounded 
up by his police. To the white Africans, the 

ck Africans are ‘historic enemies, rivals 
for territory, warriors whose assagais killed, 
labor to te kept in line. Against such a 
background, mere reason, mere justice, mere 
common sense stand little chance. 

In reference to Israel, the Masada com- 
plex is sometimes spoken of—a tendency to 
live in a Jast-stand atmosphere, whence sul- 
cide is the only escape. In South Africa, the 
Afrikaners have used the ox-wegon circle 
even more oiten than it has been used in 
US. nostalgia; again it is a defensive posi- 
tion. in ‘which the pioneers stand alone 
egainst a horde of enemies. Perhaps the ox- 
wagon complex is more optimistic than the 
Masada complex, because most of the battles 
and all of the wars that the Afrikaners 
fought—unti] they came up against Great 
Britaln—they won. And even though the 
British defeated the Boers in the field the 
latter won eventually with the ballot box. 
So history may not be casting a pall over 
white South African hopes; indeed, it may 
be cbscuring the blunt truths the future 
holds. But at 411 events, history in South 
Africa, as in so many other parts of the 
world, has taught Uttle more than bitter 
rivalry; has browzht little more than fatal 
conflict.

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A Museum for Rommel in Egyptian Desert

Gree ‘AIRO {(Reuters).—The vanquished, rather than the victor, of 
the North African campaigns of World War II will be the 
focal point for a new museum to be opened at Mersa Matruh 
next month. 

‘The museum will center on the life and works of Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, commander of the German Afrika 
Karps who became known as the “Desert Fox.” 

Mersa Matruh, an Egyptian coastal town shout 160 miles 
west of Alexandria, was a key point in the desert campaigns 
fought by the Eighth Army (the “Desert Rats”) under the com- 


mand of the Jate Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery ageinst - 


Rommel's German troops. 

The governor's office in Mersa Matruh has announced that 
the museum will be opened on Dec. 11, It will contain weapons 
and other battle equipment left behind by the Afrika Korps. 

Manfred Rommel, son of the late German commander, will 
be invited to attend the onening ceremony, together with ambas- 
sadors of 33 countries which, took part in World War Il—Allted 
and Axis alike.

‘The museum also contains weapons, helmets and other war 
materials left over by the Israelis during their retreat from the 
line, 

‘The most graphic reminder of World War II battles, in 
addition to the Alamein and Mersa Matruh musuems, is a col- 
lection of wrecked hulks of German and Allied tanks and guns 
recovered from the desert and assembled by the roadside. 


‘There are also artillery pieces and oyen German helf-tracks 
of the kind that often appear in the background of photographs 
of Rommel. 

‘The Rommel Museum, besides being a tourist attraction, is 
in an area where the Mediterranean offers lovely white sandy 


‘beaches. 

‘The Egyptian government is fully aware of its tourist poten- 
tial, and there have been several offers from Western European 
countries to build resorts in the area. 
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
